as workers, stated Mr, Mitchell. 
Foals from young, virile mares will 
pay dividends. 

He told delegates that, with gaso- 
line restrictions going into effect 
in Canada, there was the possibility 
of a horse shortage. Rationing in 
Britain had resulted in a shortage 
of horses with the result that big 
prices were now being paid for 
good sound horses there. 


He referred also to the destruc- 
tion of the best breeding stock 
in both Belgium and France, and 
predicted that Canada, and espe- 
cially Alberta, would receive a 
brisk demand for good class pure- 
bred sires and mares after the 
war.

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Hon. Humphrey Mitchell 


Prime Minister King announced 
yesterday that Hon. Norman McLarty 
has taken over the portfolio of Secre- 
tary of State, and is succeeded as Min- 
ister of Labor by Mr. Humphrey Mitch- 
ell. The new minister is an electrician 
by trade and an ardent trades union- 
ist. He was born in England and came 
to Canada as a young man. During the 
first great war he served in the navy, 
returning to Canada at the close. 

For 22 years Mr. Mitchell was sec- 
retary of the Hamilton Trades Coun- 
cil, and president for two terms. He 
served as an alderman of the city for 
three consecutive terms, and was elect- 
ed to the House of Commons as a 
Labor member in East Hamilton in 
1931, being unsuccessful at the election 
in 1935. In 1936 he joined the staff of 
the department of labor, becoming suc- 
cessively secretary of the inter-depart- 
mental committee on labor co-ordina- 
tion, secretary of the national labor 
supply council, chairman of the indus- 
trial disputes inquiry commission, and 


chairman of the national war labor 
board. ’ 
Mr. Mitchell therefore brings to 


the department broad experience gain- 
ed as a working tradesman, a union 
official and an administrator. His se- 
lection is particularly fortunate at a 
time when the labor supply of the 
country must be re-aligned on a broad 
scale in order to secure the maximum 
output of munitions and other vital 
supplies. He has the reputation of be- 
ing a hard worker—an indispensable 
qualification for the head of the de- 
partment in these circumstances. 


Growing Edmonton 


The official census figures, just 
given out at Ottawa, show Edmonton 
has a present population of 92,404. 
Compared with 79,197 in 1931, this is a 
gain of 13,207 over the ten year period. 
The average approximates the showing 
of returns from the annual counts 
made by civic officials, and which have 
reflected a gain of from 1,200 to about 
1,700 per year for several years. 

This is a fairly rapid rate of growth. 
It is particularly gratifying because 
Edmonton has not in this decade ex- 
perienced an industrial boom, or any 
s eculative condition likely to cause ai 
a normal influx. Aside from war work, 
the gain has been accompanied by a 
general expansion of business and in- 
dustry, and is therefore likely to con- 
tinue. Edmonton is growing because 
the north country is being developed, 
vacant land being put into cultivation 
and the opportunities for making a 
livelihood here are increasing accord- 
ingly. 

A big population may not be a de- 
sirable end in itself, and an abnormally 
rapid growth is always to be suspe 
but growth which marches with in- 
creased production and trade is both 
desirable and safe. 

Edmonton and Calgary have long 
since ceased to quarrel about their re- 
Spective claims to first position in Al- 
berta, but this position has now been 
very definitely established by Edmon- 
ton. During the ten years the southern 
city grew something less than 4,000, 
or less than a third of the advance reg- 
istered by Edmonton. Calgary's pres- 
ent population is 87,264. There is room 
for congratulations to both centres, for 
the gain in either case has been sub- 
Stantial and has come without boom 
propaganda.

Back To The Farm By Order? 


Speaking at Port Arthur, Hon. J. 
G. Gardiner said “Before twelve months 
have passed the whole manpower of 
Canada will be organized’. He did not 
amplify the statement, more than to 
add that “something is being done right 


now about farm labor’, as the result 
of which “we will not be figuring the 


cost of the war in dollars and cents, 
but in human lives, as is being done 
in many other countries 

Speaking at Montreal, Major Power, 
minister for air, went somewhat far- 
ther. “We will organize man-power 
for the defence of our shores, 50 as not 
to be a liability to our friends and 
allies,’ and also so readjust matters 
that “every man and woman will carry 
on the work which will be of the great- 
est possible benefit to the state,” whe- 
ther in the fighting forces, in factories 
or on farms. 

These are plain statements that the 
authority conferred by the Mobilization 
Act is to be used to redistribute the 
labor of the Dominion in part with 
direct attention to the need of stepping 
up food production. For the reason that 
“It will require all the effort we can 
muster to keep up with the requests we 
have from Britain for food”. 

There has never been a food short- 
age in Canada. It is difficult therefore 
for Canadians to sense the fact that 
Britain is not only threatened by a pos- 
sible future shortage, but is actually 
suffering now from a shortage of many 
kinds of food “concentrates”, such as 
cheese, bacon, butter, canned milk. The

Wonderfully Fertile Pacific Is- 


lands Serve Nippon as Natural 
Bases For War 

By CHARLES HERBERT HUESTIS 

Hardly had the cannon's opening roar 
assaulted the ears of the people of France 
and Belgium in 1914 when Japan sent her 
Ships southbound and took possession of 
the large group of islands of the Pacific 
known as Micronesia. Before the Spanish- 
Americen war these islands belonged to 
Spain. After the war the United States 
took the ones she wanted, the Philippines 
and Guam, and Spain sold the rest to Ger- 
many for $4,500,000. After the war they 
were placed under a Japanese mandate 
with the understanding, of course, that 
they were not to be fortified. Japan, con- 
scious of their value commercially and 
perhaps strategically, has been spending 
a considerable amount of money on the 
islands, so much so that the League of Na- 
tions Mandate Commission politely re- 
quested Japan to explain the dispropor- 
tion between the sums of money spent on 
equipment of the ports of certain islands 
under the Japanese mandate and the vol- 
ume of commercial] activity One reason 
for this enquiry was that rumors were 
abroad that Japan was quietly fortifying 
some of the islands. 


1,400 Islands 


Mr. Willard Price, who has been trav- 
elling for some years in the Far East and 
who spent three months among these is- 
lands, writes of his visit and tells some in- 
teresting stories about the islands, their 
inhabitants and their customs, There are, 
he states about fourteen hundred islands 
of considerable relative size and about one 
thousand which are little more than rocks 
rising above the surface of the Pacific. The 
greater proportion, even of the larger 
islands, are répresented on the map by tiny 
specks. This amazing island labyrinth is 
2,700 miles wide and 1,300 miles deep 

Mr. Price helps us to visualize the stra- 
tegic importance of this network of islands 
in the present war between Japan and the 
United States ard Britair 

“Think first of the Atlantic,” he says, 
“Imagine a continuous chain of more than 
two thousands islands stretching from 
Labrador clear to Brazil... Imagine these 
islands to be in the possession of the Unit- 
éd States and fortified. Would they not be 
a pretty effective wall against any consid 
erable interference from Europe?” No won- 


informed. Instead of pretending to our- 
selves that we are not going to have a 
censorship, and then having one neverthe- 
less which works badly, let us say that we 
are going to haye a censor and let us see 
that it is a good one. 

We can do this, without the loss of any 
of our rights and without risking the loss 
of public criticism, which is so essentia] to 
good government, if the press and radio 
are called upon openly to assist in setting 
up the censorship and are continually re- 
presented in the administration of the 
censorship. Trained and responsible news- 
paper mén and radio directors are quite 
able to recognize and enforce the distinc- 
tion between information which is off the 
record and information that can be pub- 
lished. Then professional honor and their 
personal integrity are bound up with this 
distinction, and in a free country a good 
censorship consists in acknowledging the 
fact that more things have to be off the 
record in time of war than in time of 


peace. 
Civilian Defence 


Let us face also the fact that the pur- 
pose of “civilian defense” is to enable the 
civilian population to do its full duty to 
the fighting forces. This, and not the 
education or the reform of civilians, is the 
purpose of civilian defense. It must be

There are those who believe that Ja- 
pan’s success at Pear] Harbor may have 
been the final argument in convincing the 
men of Vichy that American entrance into 
the war can be discounted as the Amer- 
cans ate blunderers anyway. 

Apropos of this view, despatches from 
Vichy indicate a significant change in the 
attitude of Petain and his Germanophiles, 

For a day or so after the Japanese at- 
attack, we are told, Vichy was jumpy and 
uncertain. The old traditional friendship 
with the United States appeared to be 
forcing its way to the surface of French 
emotions. 

But tenseness increased and anger be- 
gan to be shown when jt was reported that 
a smal) French freighter had been torpe- 
doed in the Mediterranean, “presumably 
by a British submarine.” Vichy has an- 
nounced that “measures have been taken 
to end such cowardly outrages in these 
waters.” 

The Indo-Chinese situation 
cause of tension. 

The announcement that the Americans 
had seized the Normandie provoked sin- 
ister if subdued threats against the United 
States. 

It is a fair statement of the case to say 
that Vichy’s first astonishment is rapidly 
being converted into a general shifting 
towards the Axis.

While the Germans could easily institute 
surprise assaults upon the American and 
Canadian coastline, without this French 
fleet they would have difficulty in main- 
taining a sustained attack, 

Without the fleet and a fine French 
base like Bizerte or Oran to land at, the 
Germans and Italians would have still 
more difficulty in s€nding reinforcements 
across the British-controlled Mediterran- 
ean. 

They can, however, take over Spain 
and Portugal any time they choose. 

A somewhat sinister statement from 
Madrid that Spain would soon announce 
its positicn towards the war with the Unit- 
ed States gives rise to the suspicions that 
the Franco Spaniards, despite more than 
generous handling from the United States, 
may have decided to proclaim non-bellig- 
erence favorable to the Axis and allow 
German troops to pass freely. 

This would mean a siege of Gibraltar 
and the unquestioned crossing of the 
Straits there by at least some German 
forces. 

It would mean the taking over of 
French Morocco, probably of Algeria as 
well. It might mean taking over Dakar and 
Portugal as a step towards continental 
United States. 

In any case, many possibilities are open 
to Adolf Hitler. And those who know the 
man and his methods best are convinced 
that he will not wait long to act.
